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‘I know I speak the feeling of all when I say that we earnestly thank God we 


live in a country where such a friendly and democratic gathering is possible." 


PPHE above words spoken by Vice President A. T. Mercier in 
his address to hundreds of employes, their families and 
friends in the Courtyard at the General Office on June 29, 
sounded the keynote for the events of the two-day program that 
made this year's Homecoming and SP Days in San Francisco 
the greatest assemblage of SP people in the Company's history. 
How this underlying theme was unfolded in demonstrations 
of patriotism and genuine friendliness among fellow  rail- 
roaders during the two memorable days, is told in the article 
on the opposite page. Words, however, can hardly do justice in 
describing the fraternal spirit engendered by such an occasion 
or the goodwill created throughout the railroad. 

That the great undertaking was such a success is to the credit 
of the committee of employes in San Francisco, and from the 
divisions and shops, that formulated;the program and handled 
it through to its conclusion, It is a credit; too, to the sportsman- 
ship displayed by the many Queen candidates and their sponsors 
during a campaign that was tense with goodnatured rivalry. 

This fact drew high praise from Mr, Mercier and also from 
Vice President J. H. Dyer, who was the principal speaker at the 
SP Day program June 30 on Treasure Island. 

“I congratulate your committee and all those from every 
division who helped toward the success of this splendid occa- 
sion,” said Mr. Mercier. “We are proud of our great personnel. 
We are proud of your loyalty, your spirit of friendly service, and 
your friendly cooperation among youtselves,” 

Mr. Dyer also expressed appreciation on behalf of the man- 
agement, and, directing his remarks to the ten Queens sitting 
on the stage before the huge audience in the Court of Nations, 
he said: “To you lovely young ladies, and to all the other young 
ladies throughout the System who entered into the Queen Con- 
test, my deepest appreciation.” 

“Last year, on the occasion of the initial Homecoming and 
gathering of the SP Family,” continued Mr. Dyer, “I was grati- 
fied at the response throughout the System. Today my gratifica- 
tion is vastly greater to find that on your second event you have 
more than doubled the attendance and the spirit behind. this 
activity. You have turned a great idea into a great achievement, 
You have linked together those whose lives are devoted to the 
operation and development of this great railroad in a common 
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cause of fraternity. You men and women are the Southern Pacific, 
You form our first line of contact with our patrons. It depends 
upon you whether our Company is supported by the public. 
Our slogan ‘Your Friendly Railroad’ would be idie and useless 
if you—the human element—did not demonstrate by your every 
action that you believe in friendliness and practice it.” 
President A. D. McDonald was away in the East, but a mes- 
sage from him appeating on the front of the souvenir program 
stated, in part: “These reunions are helpful in stimulating the 
spirit of friendliness so important in all our relations. I hope it 
may be practicable to make annual Homecomings—like the 
spirit of friendliness——an established Southern Pacific tradition.”

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ANOTHER BIG ‘SP DAY’ MARES HISTORY 


Two-day Celebration Brings Thousands of Railroaders 
Together in Spirited Demonstration of Friendliness 


a se 25,000 SP employes, plus their 
families, their friends — take four 
great bands, ten beautiful queens—-mix 
thoroughly with enthusiasm and friendly 
spicit—add a touch of seriousness, a dash 
of excitement—place them all amidst the 
world famous beauty of San Francisco's 
World’s Fair at dances, and funches, and 
parades, and dinners—and you've got the 
recipe for a wonderful week-end; you've 
got a description of SP's Homecoming 
and Day at the Fair, June 29-30, 1940. 

The keynote of the entire week-end 
was twofold: friendliness and patriot. 
ism. Not an individual during the 
entire two-day celebration failed to reflect 
the spirit of friendly enthusiasm that has 
become so much a part of Southern Pa- 
cific; not a speaker or event failed to sub- 
stantiate the tremendous, fundamental 
patriotism of the Southern Pacific System 
as a Company, and every one of its em- 
ployes as individuals. Few more friendly, 
more patriotic gatherings have ever been 
held than met in San Francisco for this 
great railroad celebration, 

From Friday afternoon, when the 
Ogden and Salt Lake Division con- 
tingent, 600 strong, stormed the city, to 
the early hours of Monday morning when 
the last reveler reluctantly left California 
Hall on Treasure Island, thrill follawed 
thrill—and rapidly. 


Special Trains 


Saturday morning brought most of the 
special trains and special car parties, 
From El Paso, Tucson, Portland, Los 
Angeles, Bakersfield, Sacramento, and 
many intermediate points, came en- 
thusiastic thousands on the second joyful 
pilgrimage to San Francisco and Treasure 
Island. They carried banners, they dis- 
played badges, they wore special hats, 
they brought bands, They were Division 
against Division in their choice of who 
should be Miss Southern Pacific—but 
over and above all they were Southern 
Pacific people with pride in their rail- 
road, pride in their work, pride in their 
SP friendships. 

The General Office was the first Mecca 
of the visiting crowds. Friend greeted 
friend, telephone acquaintances met face 
to face, and a general buzz and clamor 
from the lobby to the roof of 65 Market 
Street gave proof that “Homecoming,” 
with Accounting Offices being most 
active, was no misnomer for this eventful 
day. : 

Office parties and inspection trips were 
broken up when the blare of trumpets and 
beat of drums announced the approach 
of the parade of Queens from Hotel 
Whitcomb down Market Street. To the 


cheers of thousands, the SP Band of San 
Francisco, escorting the Color Guard of the 
SP Legion Post, swung into the General 
Office Courtyard. Following closely came 
decorated automobiles carrying the queen 
candidates, their escorts, SP executives, 
and division chairmen, interspersed with 
the SP Club bands of Los Angeles, 
Watsonville and San Luis Obispo, mak- 
ing up the most colorful and spectacular 
parade in SP history. 

The San Francisco Glee Club enter- 
tained before the four bands officially 
opened the two-day celebration with 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” Walter 


Fell, also Maestro of the Mike, presided * 


on the stand, introducing J. R. Higgins, 
president of San Francisco SP Club and 
chairman of Homecoming Day, who in- 
troduced Vice President A. T. Mercier, 
the speaker of the day. Mr. Mercier 
spoke for all in expressing his thank- 
fulness at living “in a country where 
such a friendly and democratic gathering 
is possible.’ He congratulated the com- 
mittee and extended 2 welcome to all in 
the name of President A, D. McDonald, 
away on a business trip to the East. 

Then followed introductions of Co- 
Chairmen C. B. Kleupfer and U. R. Dor- 
rett, and the executive committee. Gladys 
Henley of El Paso, “Miss Southern Pa- 
cific’ for 1939, was introduced and re- 
ceived a big ovation. At intervals, Fell 
called on the bands for selections, finally 
handing over to Herman Nelson, Queen 
Contest chairman, who introduced the 
ten lovely ladies vying for the 1940 title 
of “Miss Southern Pacific.” 

Saturday afternoon was left free of 
ceremony to give the thousands of visi- 
tors an opportunity to go to the exposi- 
tion or elsewhere in the San Francisco 
Bay region. For the Queens, their escorts, 
the division chairmen and Company of- 
ficers, a reception luncheon was held at 


the Hotel Sir Francis Drake, where the 
group got better acquainted in the at- 
mosphere of San Francisco’s popular 
“Persian Room.” 

“America, Cavalcade of a Nation" 
was viewed by a capacity SP audience at 
the 4:00 o'clock show on Treasure 
Island, free of charge through courtesy 
of the SP Day Committee. Here, Vice 
President J. H. Dyer presided at a spon- 
taneous and inspiring ceremony in which 
he led the entire attendance in “Pledge 
to the Flag.” 


Welcome Dance 


The Welcome Dance started at nine 
o'clock Saturday night in the California 
State Building at the Fair, where 2 
record breaking SP crowd was enchanted 
by the sheer loveliness of the Queens, 
resplendent in formal dress and cor- 
sages. Paul Martin's NBC orchestra pro- 
vided smooth rhythm as the dancers 
glided beneath changing lights. Plaques 
were presented to the Queens at a beauti- 
fally staged ceremony that ended the first 
day of this eventful celebration. 

Sunshine greeted the Sunday morning 
ferry boats as they crossed the bay to 
Treasure Island in steady procession, 
carrying thousands upon thousands of 
the SP Family eager to participate in 
every event of THE Day. Special trains 
had brought in more visitors from 
Watsonville, Sacramento and other near- 
by points. The Queens made an early ap- 
pearance, having come from San Fran- 
cisco in @ caravan of taxis preceded by 
a motorcycle escort of State Police with 
sirens open, 

The 80-picce Los Angeles Band; 
dressed in flaming gold and white cos- 
tumes and fed by three acrobatic major- 
ettes, led the Parade of Queens to the 
Court of Nations, followed by the Wat- 
sonville “Daylight” Band, the San Luis

The Court of 
Nations became a scene of impressive 
pageantry as the Queens, committeemen, 
executives and their wives faced an audi- 
ence of thousands from the mighty 
stage; all standing at attention, with 
flags flying and airplanes dipping salute 
from the sky while Miss Letty Collins 
of the Treasury Dept. sang “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

Again Walter Fell handied the miceo- 
phone, introducing Division Chairmen 
and the Executive Committee before 
calling on Geo. C. Paterson, ass’t to vice 
president, to introduce Company execu- 
tives, U. R. Dorrett presented Vice Presi- 
dent J. H, Dyer, who spoke in behalf of 
the SP management. 


Praise from Dyer 


“Friendliness,” said Mr. Dyer in part, 
“is made up of kindness, understanding, 
cooperation, and the willingness to give 
that little bit of extca help te make the 
other fellow feel that you are offering 
him one of the most valuable things in 
the world, the true hand of brotherly 
Jove—the very foundation of friendli- 
ness.” Continuing, Mr. Dyer congratu- 
Jated the committees and expressed his 
Gratification that the Second Annual 
Homecoming had more than doubled in 
attendance. Gladys Henley, the smiling 
“Miss Southern Pacific’ of 1939, was 
greeted with long applause just before 
the “Forty-Niner” orchestra from the 
Sacramento SP Club, playing on every- 
thing from a wash tub to a cornet, 
brought down the house with their 
inique renditinds: 

And then came the event of events— 
selection of "Miss Southern Pacific’! 
Arthur Linkletter, author of “Cavalcade” 
and widely known radio personality, 
took over the microphone for a novel and 
personalized interview of each queen 
candidate that provided the entertain- 
ment highlight of the program. Calling 
the Queens by number only, and avoid- 
ing all reference to their identity or Divi- 
sion origin, Linkletter performed with 
extemporaneous questioning that placed 
each Queen at her ease and very much 
on her mettle in matching his wit. With 
the Queens and Linkletter carrying on 
verbal sorties to the full enjoyment of the 
audience, the four Fair Officials who 
acted as judges, P, M. Sandusky, Phil 
Wyatt, R. F. Champion and Ast Smith, 
were marking each candidate as to their 
poise, conversational response, appear- 
ance, personality of voice and manner, 

After the ten candidates had under- 
gone this test, during which no applause 
was allowed from the audience, the 
judges made their final decision. But be- 
fore any announcements were made, all 
Queens were introduced individually, 
receiving rounds of applause. During 
this interval, scrolls were presented to 
Division Chairmen and Committeemen 


from Fair officials, while Band Directors 
received plaques from the SP Club of 
San Francisco. 

Suddenly a dramatic sifence fell as 
Linkletter advanced to the microphone, 
for it was sensed that he would announce 
the decision of ‘the judges. With great 
deliberation and sustaining the suspense 
to the utmost, Linkletter finally named 
“Miss Southern Pacific’ for 1940—Sara 
Godfrey, “Miss Cascade” of the Portland 
Division. 

A great roar indicated the whole- 
hearted approval of the audience as Miss 
Godfrey, SP telephone operator at Eu- 
gene, Oregon, stepped forward in beam- 
ing confusion to receive the queen's 
mantle and cap from Gladys Henley; 
also an immense trophy, four dozen 
American Beauty roses, and last, but de- 
cidedly not least, a check for $250. Press 
photographers of the SF Metropolitan 
District and the SP Bulletin stopped the 
show for a few minutes as pictures of

from all angles. 

Drawings for the major prizes brought 
thrills and a Buick automobile to Road- 
master J. F. Lockhart of NWP at Eu. 
teka; $500 to H. Radke of Los Angeles. 
Robert Frith, of Valuation Dept., accom- 
panied by the massed bands, led the audi- 
ence in “God Bless America” and an- 
other major ceremony of SP Day came 
to a close. 

The audience dispersed to view the 
Island or the second free showing of 
Cavalcade. Geo. C. Paterson escorted the 
new “Miss Southern Pacific’ to the Tele- 
phone Exhibit, where she called her 
mother in Colorado Springs and a certain 
Mr, Bruno Rath in Eugene. She was also 
presented at the “Voder” in the Tele- 
phone Building, before being introduced 
at Cavalcade, where Paterson Ied the 
gathering of 10,000 in “Pledge to the 
Flag." From the Cavalcade she proceeded 
to the Women’s Club for dinner with the 
Queens, committeemen, executives and 
their families. 


Dinner for Queens 


The dinner, attended by nearly 200 
persons, was held in one of the Club’s 
most beautifully appointed roams, Pater- 
son, as master of ceremonies, set a key- 
note of informality in calling on many 
for extemporaneous talks. Answering his 
introduction: “Certainly we will never 
forget the graciousness and beauty of 
‘Miss Southern Pacific of 1940,’ Miss 
Godfrey held rapt attention as she ex- 
pressed herself with the dignity and 
poise that are so noticeably hers, “The 
generosity and kindness of every South- 
ern Pacific person I have met" she said, 
“has brought home to me with great 
force, the truthfulness of our slogan— 
Your Friendly Railroad." The applause 
that greeted her statements could have 
been heard on the mainland; applause 
not only for a Queen, but for a bride-to- 
be for the news had wild-fired over the 
Island that “Miss Southern Pacific’ was 
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the following day to become Mrs. Bruno 
Rath. 

Among others at the banquet, W. C. 
Fitch spoke feelingly on the utter good- 
will and spirit of friendship evidenced 
in every SP group on the Island, quoting 
impressively from “I shall go this way 
but once... ". H. C. Hallmark, freight 
traffic manager, spoke for the many mem- 
bers of the SP family scattered through- 
out the entire country whose distant loca- 
tion prevents them from joining Pacific 
Lines' gatherings but who were no less 
a part of the SP group. On the lighter 
side, C. R. Harding, ass't to president, 
Jed a sextet of amateur musicians in as- 
sorted selections on their newly pur- 
chased “Bazookas," while the genial 
Superintendent J. D. Brennan offered 
five dollars to any Queea who could put 
her arms around his not inconsiderable 
girth; there were no takers. Queens Bar- 
bara Bunting of Fresno and Norma 
White of Tucson sang, the latter leading 
the gathering in “God Bless America.” 
Other entertainment was furnished by 
the Exposition’s Strolling Players who 
wandered through the room with song 
and harmony, bringing the luncheon to 
an end as they played “Thanks For The 
Memory” and “End of a Perfect Day’ at 
the request of the Queens in honor of 
their hosts. 


Spectacular Fireworks 


Sunday evening brought the spectacu- 
lar fireworks display. Outlined against 
the sky in blazing colors were seen the 
historic locomotive, “C. P. Huntington,” 
the streamliner “City of San Francisco,” 
the slogan, “Southern Pacific —- Your 
Friendly Railroad,” and the Statue of 
Liberty, Ranked by a tremendous Ameri- 
can flag, all screened against a back- 
ground of bursting skyrockets, roman 
candles and fireworks of every color 
variety. 

Grand finale of these two glorious 
days was the dance honoring "Miss 
Southern Pacific’ at California Hall Sun- 
day night. Although many of the return- 
ing special trains left earlier in the 
evening, a capacity gathering paid en- 
thusiastic homage to the Queens, and 
encored Norma White and Barbara 
Bunting as they soloed with Paul Mar- 
tin’s orchestra. 

But even the most splendid week- 
ends must close, and with this Sunday 
Dance, the day of Homecoming and SP 
Day at the Fair came to a close, leaving 
memories of friendly associations; of 
likeable, beautiful Queens; of parading 
bands; sincere speeches; memories of 
two friendly days with Southern Pacific 
on Treasure Island. Softly Paul Martin's 
Band broke into the strains of “Auld 
Lang Syne," and as the orchestra asked 
the question “Should Auld Acquaintance 
Be Forgot?”, the tired, happy, multitude 
leaving the ground for every point on 
the SP System, solemnly assured them- 
selves that SP Day at the Fair, 1940, 
would never be forgotten,

SP‘s Passenger Service 
Greatly Improved 


CON EINUING the constant improve- 
ment of passenger service all over 
the system, schedule of the City of San 
Francisco bas been changed and its equip- 
ment increased; also several Shasta route 
and San Joaquin Valley trains are making 
faster runs since June 17. 

The Cry of San Francisco, with 16 cars 
instead of 14, co-ordinates with the 
Forty-Niner and the Treasure Island 
Special to give streamliner service from 
Chicago every second day. It now leaves 
Chicago at 7:45 p.m. instead of 6:15 
p.m., arriving SF 9:30 am. instead of 
7:50 am. 

The San Joaquin has cut 20 minutes 
from its southbound run to LA, and 
15 minutes from the retura run. On the 
Shasta route, the northbound Klamath 
gains 20 minutes between SF and Port- 
Jand, while the Shasta, southbound be- 
tween Grants Pass and SF, gains 15 
minutes, The West Coast saves 30 min- 
utes from Portland to Los Angeles, 15 
minutes from Sacramento to Los An- 
geles, while Train No. 210 gains 15 
minutes on the run between San Fran- 
cisco and Reno, 


SP of Mexico: J. A. Small was elected 
director and president of the SP Com- 
pany of Mexico, July 1, upon the volun- 
tary retirement of Walter Douglas, who 
served cight years as chairman of the 
board. Mr. Small, formerly vice presi- 
deat of the railroad, will continue his 
headquarters at Guadalajara, Mexico. E. 
B. Sloan, formerly fiscal representative, 
succeeds Mr. Small as vice president and 
fiscal representative of the company with 
his headquarters in Mexico City. 


Perishable Freight Has 
Faster Schedules 


XOUTHERN PACIFIC and other 

western railroads placed in effect 
July 5 substantially faster schedules on 
perishable freight movements from Cali- 
fornia concentration points to Chicago 
and St. Louis. 

The new schedules provide a cut of 
eight hours to Chicago and eight and 
one-half hours to St.Louis on all Cali- 
fornia perishable traffic moving through 
the concentration points of Colton, 
Bakersheld, Sacramento and Roseville. 
Such trafic arrives in Chicago at 4:30 
p.m. the 6th day instead of 12:30 a.m. the 
7th day, and in St. Louis at 12:30 p.m. the 
6th day instead of 9:00 p.m. the 6th day. 

The only California perishable traffic 
not affected is that originating in the Im- 
perial and Coachella valleys, with Yuma 
as the concentration point. This traffic 
already moves on fast schedules com- 
parable to those newly inaugurated for 
other California producing areas. 


New PMT Unit: Pacific Motor Truck- 
ing Co. has acquired full ownership of 
Pacific Truck Express, a trucking firm 
whose services parallel most of SP’s lines 
in Oregon, and between points in Oregon 
and California as far south as South San 
Francisco, The company will retain its 
identity as a separate corporation but its 
physical operations will be gradually co- 
ordinated with train service of SP and 
with existing truck operations of PMT.

Dimensions of the garage are on a 
typical “Hollywood” scale. Fourteen 
thousand square feet of floor space; ceil- 
ings forty feet high; windows running 
from floor to ceiling, give some idea of 
the building's magnitude. 

Ticket booths, soda fountains, news 
stands and other fixtures have been re- 
moved to make way for garage space 
which includes foreman’s office, sheet- 
metal, paint, and body shops, giving the 
PMT repair and storage equipment with- 
out equal on the West Coast. 

The greatly improved truck repair fa- 
cilities will result in increased activity in 
such departments as the body shop where 
many of the semi-trailers, dollies, and 
truck bodies now in service all over the 
system will be built; and in the paint 
shop which will be kept busy repainting 
fleet units in the new Daylight colors. 

As the new location is half a mile 
nearer the freight sheds than the present 
facility, 2 substantial saving will be ef- 
fected due to the reduction in the dead- 
head miles run by trucks between garage 
and sheds,

The new organization, known as the 
Transportation Emergency Communica- 
tion Net, with L. H. Owens (W6IFW), 
PMT clerk in San Francisco, as net man- 
ager, has built up a membership of over 
sixty licensed operators along SP lines. 

The net is sponsored by the SP Radio 
Club, a group of San Francisco.operators 
with SF ‘rain Service Clerk N. K. 
Hopper (W6BUJ) as president. District 
net managers are D.P. Young (W7EOY) 
at Corvallis; Jr. Engineer W. F. Hibbard 
(W6OWC) at Los Angeles; and Teleg- 
rapher J. W. Brannin (W6OVK) at 
Tucson. 

The SP Telegraph Department has 
purchased spot frequency crystals for net 
operation on 1915 and 3830 Kilocycles. 
The TECN will lend crystals to operators 
interested in this type of work. 

Facilities at the San Francisco club’s 
disposal include a 200-watt bandswitch- 
ing transmitter, two 50-watt portable 
transmitters, and two Hallicrafter com- 
munication receivers. Should negoti- 
ations now under way be successful, this 
equipment will be installed as an emer- 
gency station in the SP Building, San 
Francisco. 

Additional member - operaters are 
needed and wili be welcome. All inter- 
ested persons (railroaders and their 
friends) are urged to write to the ‘'Trans- 
portation Emergency Communication 
Net,” 65 Market St., San Francisco. 


Operating Results For 
First Five Months 


Fo the five months ended May 31, 
1940, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $87,420,468, or $6,202,318 
more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1939; an 8% increase. 

During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $68,184,167, or 
$4,969,938 more than the expenses for 
the same period of fast year; an 8% in- 
crease. 

After deducting tax accruals of $7,- 
626,004, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$4,908,484, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $6,701,813, or 
$466,603 more than the net railway 
operating income for the first five months 
of 1939; a 7% increase. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the intercst-on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the

public, and other fixed charges. For the 
four months ended April 30, 1940, the 
final result was a Net Loss of $4,523,285, 
which compares with a net loss of $5,- 
142,003 for the first four months of 1939. 
No dividends have been paid since 
January, 1932. The final results for the 
five months period of 1940, not available 
as the Bulletin goes to press, will be 
shown in the next issue. 


Fred L. Annable Retires; 
Changes on SD&AE 


ETIREMENT of Fred L. Annable as 
president and general manager of 
the San Diego & Arizona Eastern Rail- 
way was effective 
June 1, together 
with other important 
changes in the official 
staff of the cailway. 
A. T. Mercier, 
well known in San 
Diego by reason of 
his residence there 
when he was presi- 
dent of the SD&AE 
from 1927 to 1929, 
succeeded Mr. An- 
nable as president of 
the road. At the 
same time Mr. Mercier retains his posi- 
tion as vice president, executive depart- 
ment, of the Southern Pacific, with head- 
quarters in San Francisco. 

D. J. Russell became vice president 
and general manager of the SD&AE, hav- 
ing immediate direction over the opera- 
tion of the road. Headquarters of Mr. 
Russell, who is also superintendent of 
SP’s Los Angeles division, are in San 
Diego and Los Angeles. This will have 
the ‘general effect of bringing the parent 
company, Southern Pacific, into closer re- 
lationship with the shipping and travel- 
ing public of San Diego. . 

In addition to these changes among 
the executive and operating officers, 
changes were announced also in the traf- 
fic department. A. D. Hagaman became 
traffic manager of the San Diego & Ari-

zona Eastern, continuing as DF&PA for 
SP. F. B. Dorsey was appointed assistant 
traffic manager. 

Mr. Annable retires after 47 years of 
continuous railroad service, 11 years 
with the SD&AE as president. He began 
his railroad career with the Santa Fe in 
1893, at San Bernardino, serving in vari- 
ous capacities for more than 10 years. 
From 1904 to 1910 he was with the 
Southern Pacific and the Los Angeles and 
Salt Lake lines. In the latter year he was 
made general superintendent of the Ari- 
zona & Swansea Railroad and in 1911 
took a position on the official staff of the 
Pacific Electric Railway. He became gen- 
eral superintendent of that property in 
1913, which position he held until 1929, 
when he was made president and general 
manager of the SD&AE at San Diego. 
Greatly interested in civic and cultural 
affairs, Mr. Annable has served as presi- 
dent of the San Diego Chamber of Com- 
merce and as an officer or director of 
other community organizations. 

The San Diego & Arizona Eastern 
Railway is a wholly owned subsidiary of 
the SP. Its main line extends from San 
Diego eastward to connection with SP 
lines at El Centro in the Imperial Valley.

Little Things That Make Safety a Success 


“EF you take care of the Little Things, the Big Things 
will take care of themselves,” is an old axiom that 
has vital bearing on the success of the Big Job of mini- 
mizing the number of accidents to railroad workers. 

“Carelessness, thoughtlessness, and foolhardiness, 
are the small beginnings of what so often cause major 
injuries and sometimes death,” declares L. P. Hopkins, 
ass't to gen'l manager, who directs attention to the pic- 
tures on this page illustrating how the careful placing of 
tools and the proper use of hooks, clamps and cable 
stings can eliminate hazards to safety. 

Posed in three pictures on the left are Boilermaker S. 
Longmire (above) and Boilermaker Apprentice A. M. 
Cross (below) of the SP shops at Bakersfield. (1) Shows 
the boilermaker's tools (circle) in a dangerous position 
on the platform where they might easily be shoved off 
onto the head of the apprentice working below. (2) The 
boilermaker shows the right way to take care of tools he 
is not using. He has the apprentice put them aside, out of 
the way, so that (3) the platform where he is working is 
perfectly clear. 

The other four pictures were taken in the Gen’! Shops 
at El Paso. 

(4) Machinist Jose Rodriquez at safe and efficient 
electric hoist used in Rod Room. One man can handle 
the largest type main rod with case, the oad being raised 
ot lowered by means of a push button on end of the 
cable shown. This device is far superior to the old style 
air cylinder type hoist which was dangerous on account 
of its erratic action, and several men had to be used when 
raising 2 load. 

(5) and (7) Special cable slings designed for use in 
lifting driving wheels, trailer frames, cabs, springs, 
driving boxes, boilers, trucks, and other parts of locomo- 
tives and heavy materials. Each cable has hooks and 
clamps suitable to handle all parts in a safe manner, 
Chain and rope slings are not permitted to be used. 
Many accidents are prevented and time saved. These 
cables are inspected at regular intervals and those with 
broken strands quickly replaced. Machinist Helper 
Daniel Macias in picture 5, and Machinist Helper Jose 
Acosta in picture 7.

(8) Machinist Geo. Evans showing safety clamp 
nooks designed primarily for handling locomotive driv. 
ing boxes. Many other uses have been found for them, 
however, such as the handling of guides with greater 
safety, cylinder heads, or almost any flanged piece of 
irregular shape where an ordinary cable or sling is liable 
to stip. The hooks are self-clamped by the weight of the 
suspended article being lifted. Even though the load may 
become unbalanced, the hooks will not reléase.

UEENIE has retired from the West 

Oakland Yards, leaving behind a 
lifelong record of railroad service, a host 
of devoted railroad friends. 

It was seventeen years ago that a 
shivering little dog wandered into the 
railroad yards at the foot of Pine Street, 
Oakland, pleading mutely for a home, 
and found one. No “Boomer,” Queenie 
proved a one-railroad dog and from that 
time on lived her life to the tune of SP 
whistles, set her routine by the coming 
and going of SP engines and crews. Every 
day of those seventeen years found this 
shepherd dog—still little, but no longer 
shivering — going about her self- 
appointed job of being friend and com- 
rade to the entire yard force. And many 
a man during those seventeen years; 
many a foreman, brakeman, engineer, 
fireman, clerk, finding the kind, loyal 
eyes of Queenie fixed on him in utter de- 
votion, knew that all was right with the 
world. 

Queenie had her home life, too, Fore- 
man W. B, Chase estimates she reared 
190 puppies during her 17-year stay, and

every one found a good home. On the re- 
tirement of W. A. Nelson five years ago, 
Chase continued the habit of bringing 
two cans of dog food daily for Queenie, 
a grand total of over 12,000 cans. 

Her friends were legion. Veterans re- 
turning or writing, years after retiring, 
always had one important question, 
“How's Queenie?” The answer was al- 
ways “‘Queenie’s fine,” until just re- 
cently when the boys were forced to ad- 
mit that Queenie was beginning to show 
her age, Nineteen years old (equivalent to 
114 years for a human), Queenie’s hair 
wwas white, her teeth loose, her eyes dim.
